Classified or controlled intelligence information originating 
in another department or agency shall not he disseminated or 
used outside of CIA without permits cion of the originating 
ajjency except as may toe provided in Agency regulatory issuances, 
Including subparagraphs c, d, and e below. In controlling 
dissemination end use of intelligence and intelligence in- '-•ra- 
tion, the need-to-kncv policy shell be closely followed.

Whenever it is deemed necessary to provide special controls icr 
intelligence or Intelligence information, either because ij 
the substance of the information or to provide additional 
protection of intelligence eourcos and loethods, the appropriate 
control narking or markings prescribed herein shall toe placed 
upon the document. Any non-CIA document bearing any of tne 
control markings set forth in DCID 1/7 as implemented, byjp 
shall be controlled carefully in strict conformity with €Ee 
requirements and restrictions of this paragraph. Orel ana 
visual disclosures of information shall conform with the 
intent and requirements of this paragraph.
